IRON FOUNDRY IN WAR AREA 


How Women of France Are "Doing 
Their E* ” to Keep the Wheels 
of Industry Moving. 


An Interesting narration of opera­ 
tion under unique and difficult condi­ 
tions of an iron foundry in the war 
area Is given by the correspondent of 
a British paper writing from the firing 
line in France. 
No rela tes: One does 
not see much foundry work out hero, 
but a few weeks ago I was billeted in 
a town near by, and actually saw a 
cupola In full blast. 
I at once got per­ 
mission to have a look around, and 
was greatly surprised at what I saw. 
The foundry was a very primitive a f­ 
fair-—just a little Jobbing shop— and 
was mostly run by French women nnd 
girls, superintended by a few men. 
These women were making work up to 
three 
or 
four 
hundred 
pounds 
In 
weight, and in a little side shop some 
half dozen women were making com­ 
ponent 
parts of 
machinery by 
the 
simple method of bedding-in. 
I a fter­ 
ward saw some of the finished work, 
and it would put to shame the work 
done by many of our so-called molders 
at home. 
The women work In ordi­ 
nary dress, and w7ork very clean nnd 
exact in both iron nnd brass, and also 
under shell fire and air raids. 
In tho 
shop was a great hole where a Ger­ 
man had dropped a bomb the night be­ 
fore, but the women still worked on.— 
Scientific American. 


Reservoir Dams 1n Tunis. 
Already the French are looking for- 
waxd to the rapid development of the 
province of Tunis in Africa. 
Accord­ 
ing to a civil engineer who has been 
Investigating the 
matter 
there 
are 
about 35 localities in 
that country 
where dams could be constructed, with 
reservoir capacities ranging from 3,- 
000,000 to 400,000,000 cubic meters, and 
water power ranging from 30 to fl,000 
horse power of continuous energy. The 
engineering difficulties are stated to 
be small in comparison with those of 
dams already built In Europe and the 
United States, nnd the utilization of 
the water 
for 
Irrigation, 
electrical 
power, nnd in one case canal naviga­ 
tion is estimated to furnish a good 
margin of profit. 
The numerous ruins 
of Roman darns found In Tunis show 
by what methods ike country become 
“the granary of Rome’* under the em­ 
pire and the ruins of large cities, with 
coliseums, bath nnd temples of great 
size standing in what are now bared 
plains, are evidence of the success of 
the organized methods of irrigation of 
those ancient times. 


Made Brave Rescue. 
Once a terror to mariners, Minots 
light, which stands on a reef off Bos­ 
ton harbor, lias nuothor thrilling story 
added to Its history, says the Popular 
Mechanics magazine. 
Three days be­ 
fore 
Christmas, 
Captain 
Octavius 
Renraey, the keeper, approached the 
tower in his motorboat, which was 
loaded with provisions and fuel ob­ 
tained on the mninland. 
As the cra ft 
drew up, It was overturned by the 
waves that were breaking over the base 
of the structure, leaving the captain 
battling alone in a tossing nwelstrom 
of icy water. The assistant keeper was 
lowered on a rope from the door fifty 
feet above. 
He managed to seize the 
drowning man before it was too late, 
and both men were pulfed from the 
water by their companions to the door­ 
way high in the tower.

P resident W ilson’s application of his M ou nt Vernon a d ­ 


dress of Ju ly 4 , which address was Inclu ded in the G erm an acceptance, 


m ade clear a point— additional to the original fou rte en— which the pres­ 


ent G erm an gov ernm ent wou ld dou btless hav e seen fit to slu r ov er had it 


not been m ade anew and am plified. 


This point calls for a destru ction, prelim inary to peace, of “ ev ery a r ­ 


b itrary power, anyw here, tha t can, separately, secretly and of its own sin­ 


gle choice, d istu rb the peace of the w orld.” 
T his so aptly describes the 


G erm an gov ernm ent of the H ohenzollerns tha t it is now m ad e clear to the 


G erm an people, if they a re allow ed to read the note of the president, tha t 


they m u st do aw ay w ith the ir au tocracy before they can hav e peace. 


The presid e nt's note is intended prim arily for the G erm an people. 


Ev ery effort shou ld be m ade to get it to them . 
T he hope is tha t if they do 


get it they will rise u p in the ir m ight against the ir au tocracy. 


If they w ill to do it, they can cru sh this au tocracy in a single day. 
If, 


on the othe r hand, they a re w heedled into continu ed su pport of their six­ 


te enth-centu ry gov ernm ent by prom ise of a fair pnd general franchise and 


radical reform s, then it is lik ely to ta k e the allied arm ies two m ore years to 


finish the Job cf defeating G erm any and wiping ou t the H ohenzolleru gov ­ 


ernm ent. 


If the G erm an people act as any other people cou ld be expected to 


act, they will them selv es q u ick ly bring peace. 
If they do not so act, if in­ 


stead they su pport the k aiser and his gov ernm ent, the end of the w ar is 


not In sight. 
It Is only the beginning of the job. 
The opportu nity will be 


giv en to inflict on G erm an cities some of the d estru ction tha t the G erm ans 


hav e w rou ght In Belgiu m , in F rance, in Poland and elsewhere. 


It is to be peace now brou ght ab ou t by the G erm an people, or continu ed 


war. 
It is u p to them to decide. 
T he chances are great tha t they will be 


m ade to stand for the ir au tocracy. 


This will m ean the setting aside of all peace ta lk by the United States 


and her allies and a settling down to a grim continu anco of war. 


It will be a b etter sta te tha n the sta te of d ou b t into which this latest 


peace driv e of the G erm ans was throw ing manj» of ou r people. 
It will be 


a state tha t will m ak e for a rev iv al of national interest in the F ou rth L iberty 


loaa. 
It will m ak e for a stronger su pport of ou r soldiers on the other side 


of the w ater. 
It will m ak e for certain v ictory, ev en thou gh it be not a q u ick 


v ictory.

C ornet band presu m ably k ept right on corneting, for the glory of A m erica 


and the delectation of the m arine corps, in su nd ry q u a rte rs of the w orld, 


with the sam e mu sical ferv or it had shown in the v illage band-stand back 


in Kansas. 
History, howev er, did not tak e note of it u ntil the battles of 


C hateau T hierry and B alleau Wood. 


It dev eloped then that at tha t m om entou s tim e and place, when the 


spearhead of the v ictoriou s G erm an arm y, aim ed a t P aris, was blu nted and 


thru st back by the A m ericans, in their first baptism of blood, the H olton 


C ornet band was on the spot and on the job.

rines into battle, and then plu nged in itself— with stretchers.

te r bu t gloriou s fighting 6000 m arines fell, dead or w ou nded, ou t of 8 000.

Geometer U*es Prob lem of How Long 
Time is Req uired for Stone to 
Fail to Center of Earth. 


Study ing the velocity of shells and 
htillefs fired In the war led Maurice 
Ranger, a French geometer, to turn 
to the old question of the time It 
would take a stone to fall to the center 
of the eartli. 
His conclusion was.tha t 
it would take about 20 minutes 8 4 sec­ 
onds. 
Gassenddl, who gave the subject 
much thought in the last century , made 
the time 20 minutes even. 
Mersentie 
on the other hand contended that six 
hours would he required. 
Snuger sa y s that as the stone ap­ 
proached the center of the earth It 
would bo drawn downward by the core 
of the earth and upward by the shell 
which it had already penetrated. The 
rate at which the density of the earth 
varies or increases as we penetrate to 
greater depths is unknown. 
Sauger’s 
formula is based upon considerations 
of the moment of inertia of the earth, 
as calculated from the precession of 
the equinoxes, which agree with ob­ 
serva tions on the density of the earth 
conducted in mine shafts. 
If a shaft were driven right through 
tlie earth tlie stone would appear at the 
Antipodes after 8 8 minutes 8 0 seconds 
and then return to its starting point, 
at which it would make its reappear­ 
ance ut the end of 1 hour 17 minute^

Let it first cool to the temperatu re of 
the atmosphere.

This 
trap Is liable to become lost or broken , 
In which case a con stan t stream of 
warm air will flow in to die refrigera­ 
tor. 
Ice shou ld n ot be u sed in servin g 
fru it an d sea food. Served direct from 
the refrigerator, they are cold en ou gh. 
Do n ot pu t more Ice than Is n eces­ 
sary In to glasses of water, tea an d 
other drin ks. 
A bottle of water kept 
in the refrigerator will an swer all re­ 
qu iremen ts for cool drin kin g water. 
Avoid detain in g the lee delivery 
m an ; owin g to the scarcity of help he 
is probably servin g a larger rou te 
than ever this year.
